IN NORTHWEST 


Tho most remarkable astronomi­ 
cal phenomenon 
ever recorded la 
now under observation. 
Five different comets are visible 
are various times in the morning or 
evening. 
One of these*, the Brooks cornet, 
I® visible to the naked eye in the 
northwest sky. 
Another one, the comet Qulnseet, 
whose discovery in France Sept. 25 
was cabled here this week, 
is* also 
attracting the attention of the sci­ 
entists. This comet is also in the 
northwest sky, a little higher than 
Brooks*. 
Another new’ comet wras 
discovered by a Russian, Dliawsky, 
on Sept. 28. Borelli’s comet, w’hich 
appeared In 1905 and on its seven- 
year orbit, was sighter again 
on 
September 19, is being watched for 
by astronomers. 
The Kiess comet 
also has kept the astronomers 
on 
the nightly watch. 
It has 
moved 
from the northern sky to the south 
em, Just above the horizon and is 
Invisible to the naked eye, though 
easily seen through 
the telescope. 
Wolfe’s comet is wandering some­ 
where in the firmament, but 
has 
not been located. 
There is no casual relation

an intelligent a r g u m e n t in its f a v o r .!

" T h e question has often been put

They try to tire 
out their opponents by th e pulling 
and hauling, which is quite scienti­ 
fic in its way, and by no m eans as 
rough as it appears.
